Various Sorts Tales 
Being Told 


About the Administration and 
Its Policy. 


Secretary Morton Denies That He 
Will Resign. 


Minister Willis to Call on Lily 
o’ Killarney. 


Commissioner Blount’s Report May Be Pre- 
sented Shortiy—More Naval Vessels 
for H -Democrats Prc- 
paring for an Attack. 


Ly Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Times special from 
Washington says that it was current 
kite last niglt, on the best authority, 
that today Secretaries Morton and 
Hoke Smith would tender their resig- 
nations to Cleveland, as mcmbers of his 
Cabinct. 

The reasons assigned were the radical 
and emphatic disagreement of these two 
gentlemen with President Cleveland's 
Hawalian policy, and countenance given 
to the restoration of the Queen. Presi- 
dent Cleveland, through Carlisle and 
Gresham, prevailed on the brace of dis- 
tinguished statesmen to withdraw their 
resignations, or, at least, defer them for 
a time. 

MR.. MORTON DENIES IT. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—An afternoon pa- 
per, usually well informed, has a spe- 
cial from Washington, saying that a 
3tory was spread broadcast last night, 
which seems to have had its origin in 
zossip at the Metropolitan Club, in this 
sity, that there were strong dissensions 
in tre Cabinet on~the Hawaiian situa- 
tion. 

The rumor was definite as to the Cab- 
inet officers who were not in accord 
with the administration, and named 
Secretaries Hoke Smith and Morton. It 
was stated that they had tendered their 
resignations at the last Cabinet meet- 
ing, or would at the next one. 

Secretary Morton was seen, and gave 
absolute denial to the rumor, stating 
that he had not resigned and had never 
thought of doing so. It can be further 
said that Morton is in accord with 
the President on his Hawaiian policy, 
and that Hoke Smith has not, in any 
manner, given public expression to a 
disagreement, or given reasons to sup- 
pose he entertains opinions differing 
from those of the President on the 
matter. 

BLOUNT’S REPORT. 

CHICAGO, Nov 14—A special to a 
local paper from Washington says the 
Cabinet is considering the advisability 
of giving Comrnissioner Blount’s re- 
port to the press. Yesterday it was 
thought best to say nothing more of- 
ficially about the Hawaiian sensation 
the next steamer arrived from 
Honolulu. But, in view of the public 


clamor for evidence of the truth of + 


the assertions made by Secretary Cres- 
ham, there is a belief that it may be 
wise to satisfy the clamor. 

If the Cabinet decides to force an- 
other official utterance, an abstract will 
be made of the evidence gathered by 


Blount, together with his report, or- 


part of it, and it will be given out 
tonight or tomorrow. Blount’s evidence 
covers about five thousand pages of 


typewritten matter. 


The testimony was taken in short- 
hand, and was verified by the very 
large number of people examined. 
They comprised pretty nearly every 
prominent person on the islands, from 
the Queen down, including royalists 
and annexationists. The trend of the 
testimony is all one way, to-wit: The 
Queen would not have been overthrown 
but for the intervention of the Amer- 
ican Minister. 

The evidence contains the original let- 
ters of Minister Stevens and President 
Dole, and Dole’s letter is particularly 
interesting. It shows by date and text 
that it was written and sent to Stevens 
before the provisional government had 
read its proclamation. In it, Dole 
says he lacks control of several im- 
portant buildings, and asks that the 
American naval officers, with the 
marines, be placed in charge of the 
provisional troops. 

There is also Stevens's original let- 
ter asking for the use of the hall in 
which to house the troops, and there 
is also Stevens’s letter recognizing the 
provisional government before it was 
2 government de facto, Stevens claims 
ihe troops were landed to protect Amer- 
ican interests. If so, one might sup- 
pose he would have stationed troops 
near American interests. cor- 
respondent adds that a map of the 
city shows the American troops were 
so placed that were the Queen’s troops 
io fire on the provisional troops they 
would have to fire over the heads of the 
United States troops, and be apt to 
hit them. 

The correspondent also hag this to 
pay, that the story about President 
Dole giving Minister Willis his pass- 
ports was received this morning, and 
that a retired naval officer said that, 
in such event, the American admiral 
would not recognize Willis, for, upon 
receiving his passports, Willis would 
cease to be a minister, and would be 
simply a private citizen. It is asserted 
Willis would not take his passports if 
offered to him. Even if he should, he 
would still be the special agent to the 
government. He has-a.commission in 
his pocket. 


He has also an order to the Amer-.- 


ican naval officer at Hawaii, instruct- 
ng him to’obey Willis in everything, 
and under all circumstances. Willis 
will call on the Queen as well as on

Dole, and has probably already done 
oO. There is talk about his having 
credentials to both Dole and the Queen. 
That talk has no foundation in fact. 
His credentials accredit him to the gov- 
ernment of Hawaii. That government 
by this time is, in the opinion of Cleve- 


land, presided over by Queen Liliuo- 
kalani. 


THE CABINET. 

The fact developed after the conclu- 
sion of the Cabinet meeting today, that 
the Hawaiian question was the achief 
topic of discussion. The meeting was at- 
tended by all members except Secre- 
tary Smith, who is in Georgia. 

Secretary Morton remained with the 
President after adjournment, and, it 
is presumed, took luncheon with him. 
After the close of. the meeting a re- 
porter was informed by a gentleman 
who participated in it, that nothing 
would be made public today on .the 
Hawaiian question as the result of the 
meeting or otherwise. a 

INDORSES IT. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—It is 
I¢arned on good authority that the 
Cabinet is a unit in the indorsement of 


Cleveland’s plan for the restoration of 
Queen Liliuokalani. 


ON THE DEFENSIVE. 


The Democrats Getting Ready for an Attack 
During the Next Session. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Hawaiian in- 
cident is attracting much attention in 
commercial circles, and the Congress- 
men still in the city evince a lively in- 
terest in it. Already it is accepted as 
inevitable that the matter will come 
up in Congress as soon as the session 
opens. All the indications are that divi- 
Sion will be on strict party lines. The 
Republicans take Cleveland’s position to 
be a reflection on Harrison’s action in 
the premises, and will doubtless attack 
him therefor. The Democrats expect 
this, and are preparing to be put on 
the defensive. 

Congressman Hitt, ex-Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, has come out in con- 
demnation of the movement to restore 
the deposed Queen. Congressman 
Springer of Illinois, however, says he 
is in thorough accord with the adminis- 
tration on the question, and believes 
the Queen could not have been over- 
thrown without the aid of the United 
States marines, and should be re 
stored. The Democrats believe that at 
the opening of: Congress, Cleveland will 
Send in a message in which he will 
make public many facts hitherto un- 
known in this country, which may put 
the case in an entirely new light. 
This is expected, ecially in view of 
the fact that Commisgfgner Blount’s 
port has never been;-given out. 

“I have seen na@i@ of the members 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee,” he 
continued, “but I, for one, will not aid 
the administration in an attempt to 
restore the Queen to the Hawaiian 
throne.” ~ 

Springer is op to annexation, 
but said it is the duty of the United 
States to assure the independence of 
Hawaii and to make ‘t a cause of war 
}for any other natign tm» #ttempt an- 
nexation. 

Congressman Storer of Ohio, a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, declared today he would never 
vote a dollar to sustain the administra- 
tion’s Hawalian policy. 

Congressman Geary of California, a 
member of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, today said: “All the facts 
are not before the people yet, and I 
would prefer to say nothing until 
later. As a member of.the committée, 
it would be ihdiscreet in me to ex- 
press an opinion on a matter that 
may come before us for consideration.”’ 


PROMINENT MEN. 


Henry Castle and Minister Thurston on the 
Situation. 

ANN ARBOR (Mich.,) Noy. 14—(By 
the Associated Press.) H. U. Castle, 
formerly editor of the Advertiser of 
Hionolulu, Hawaii, who is visiting rela- 
tives here, says it is not true the Queen 
was deposed by the American Minister 
or American forces. The American 
forces were passive spectators of the 
conflict from beginning to end. 

Speaking of the proposal to restore 
the Queen by this government, Castle 
says it cannot be done without the 
grossest injustice to hundreds per- 
sons who have relied upon the good 
faith of the United States. The Queen’s 
government, at best, would be simply 
a paper government, unless supported 
by American bayonets. Putting it 
back means simply using the full force 
of the United States government to 
destroy the party of progress and 
ability. 

MINISTER THURSTON. 

Hawaiian Minister Thurston had a 
long conference with Gresham today. 
Neither would say anything for pub- 
lication regarding the interview. As 
soon as Thurston left, Gresham went 
to the Cabinet meeting. 

The Secretary made an appointment 
to see Thurston again this afternoon 
at the department. It is expected 
this interview will serve to throw some 
light on the problem as to what 
dipiomatic relations this government 
claims to hold toward the existing 
Hawaiian government. 

Thurston declined to give any infor- 
mation on the intelligence he had re- 
ceived from Honolulu yesterday by 
cipher dispatches, except to say the As- 
sociated Press dispatches seemed to be 
correct in the account of what had oc- 
curred. As to anything to occur he re- 
fused to have anything to say, 


Advantages. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The fear of the 
friends of the present government of 
Hawaii is that Minister Willis will push 
President Dole to an immediate deci- 
sion, demand a prompt surrender of 
his authority, on the ground that the 
provisional government itself put the 
limit of duration of its own authority,> 
and that the limit expires when it is 
decided there is na chance of annexa- 
tion to the United: States. 

It has been rumored from the State 
Department that the United States en- 
tered upon an attempt to restore the 
Queen without a thorough understand- 
ing with al! foreign powers, but it is 
said the government has received as- 
surances that no objections will be 
made to its plan. Great Britain will, 
unquestionably, welcome the restora. 
tion of Queen Liliuokalani, and the

FOREIGN RECORD. 


The Revolutionists on 
Their Mettle. 


A Decisive Blow is to Be 
Struck Today, 


The Firing Furious and Almost 
Incessant. ; 


Mello Angry With Foreign Naval 
Officers. : 


Pernambuco Stops Telegraphic Conimunica- 
tion—The Austrian Franchise Bill—

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Herald's Monte- 
vidio dispatch says that word has been 
received from Rio that it is reported 
there that the revolutionists intend to 
strike a decisive blow tomorrow. Mel- 
lo'’s fleet is in the harbor, and the 
rebels’ friends in the city have com- 
bined, it is believed, to make a con- 
certed attack on Peixotto’s land forces. 

The World’s Rio de Janeiro dispatch 
says that a heavy fusillade is kept up 


at San Domingo, where the insurgents ~ 


have been making an attempt to land. 
Mello’s vessels are bombarding the 
shore line west of Nitheroy proper, 
The forts, especially the St. John, are 
shelling Villegagnon. The firing is de- 
scribed as being furious and incessant 
daily, from sunrise until dark. 

The reports sent to Europe and the 
United States to the effect that foreign- 
ers are abused and killed by govern- 
ment forces is absolutely false. The 
insurgents attacked the Pent bridge, 
hoping to capture stores, but were 
foiled. Villegagnon is reported to be 
greatly damaged.

PARIS, Nov. 14-—Count Deu, Dom

AT PERNAMBUCO. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Times learns 
that the Governor of Pernambuco 
has stopped the transmission of all 
telegraphic dispatches to Rio Janeiro. 
This is regarded as proof that the Per- 
nambuco authorities have declared 
against the central government. 

MELLO ANGRY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Sec- 
retary of the Navy has received a dis- 
patch from Commander Picking, in 
charge of the government vessels in 
Rio de Janeiro harbor, saying that the 
commanding officers of the naval ves- 
sels. of various nations represented at 
Rio have informed Admiral Mello, the

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)

The tribunal refused the request, at 
the instance of the public prosecutor, 
who declaned thatt Prince Bismarck 
had converted “bugle note for a capi- 
tulation”’’ into ‘trumpet call for a 
charge,”’ in order to force a declara- 
tion of war. It was not, however, per- 
mitted to call the diplomat a forger on 
that account. 


ENGLAND’S SUPREMACY, 


It is Declared to Be Waning in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

LONDON, Nov. 14—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Daily Graphic 
this morning publishes the first of a 
series of sensational articles, which is 
intended to prove that England's naval 
supremacy in the Mediterranean has 
vanished. It declares France has 
quietly organized a fleet in that sea 
powerful enough to expel the English 
and says that Russia has also com- 
mrenced upon a similar policy, while 
England has been at a standstill, do- 
ing nothing. more than to replace her 
obselete or lost vessels.

RAILROAD BONDS. 


They May Cut Some Figure in the Govern- 
ment’s Case. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(By the As- 
scciated Press.) One of the most im- 
portant topics which it is believed will 
be touched upon by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in his forthcoming annual report, 
is that relating to the protection of 
the interests of the government in Pa- 
cific railroads, particularly the Union 
Pacific. The Attorney-General has had 
frequent conferences on the subject 
with the Pacific Railroads Committee 
of the Senate, but so far it is believed 
no final conclusions in the matter have 
been reached.

SHIPS FOR WILLIS. 


The United States Minister Will Also Be 
Furnished More Marines. 

VALLEJO, Nov. 14.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) It is said, on good naval 
authority, that the United States ships 
Ranger and Mohican, now at Mare 
Island, are being made ready for sea, 
and will be ordered by the Secretary of 
the Navy to proceed direct to Honolulu 
and report to Admiral Irwin and re- 
lieve the Philadelphia, which will re- 
turn to Mare Island. The plan is to in- 
crease the number of marines in Hono- 
lulu and give Minister Willis a larger 
force at his command. 

The rumor is current here tonight 
that Minister Willis, in going to Hono- 
lulu. was the bearer of orders to Ad- 
miral Irwin from the Secretary of the 
Navy directing that, in the event of the 
rejection of President Cleveland’s ulti- 
matum to the provisional government, 
or of any uprising, Admiral Irwin is to 
dispatch the U.S.S. Adams to the 
United States with any special com- 
munication that Minister Willis might 
require to send for the information of 
Washington authorities. 

Admiral Skerrétt, who was seen on 
the matter, smiled and said that while 
such course was.probdable, he had no 
knowledge of it. 


“CHEAP RATES; 


The Canadian Pacific’s California Tariff Not 
. Productive of Revenue. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) he cheap rates put in 
on the east-bound ‘California traffic by 
the Canadian Pacific are not proving a 
source of much revenue to the line 
yet. There is no positive knowledge 
whether the Canadian Pacific intends 
to apply the rates west-bound.

EVANGELIST SMITH. 


Greeted by Another Large Crowd at Y.M.C.A. 
Hall. 

Another large attendance of men 
was at the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation last evening to hear 
Evangelist F. D. Smith. The floor and 
stage were completely filled, and a 
large portion of the gallery ocupied 
with an audience comprising many 
representative business and  profes- 
sional men, as well as young men of 
all classes. The usual pleasant song 
service was had under the leadership 
of J. T. Newkirk. A violin solo by 
Charles Valentine was rendered effec- 
tively, as were several selections by 
the male quartette.

A man 
who tries to rise to a purer spiritual 
life, and yet clings to what he knows 
is wrong is like the two drunken sail- 
ors who pulled at the oars of their 
boat all night to find that they had 
forgotten to untie it from the wharf, 
and so had not moved, despite their 
efforts. The only road to happiness is 
to be right with’ God. The value of 
courage as an element of Christian 
character was emphasized. Be out anil 
out in the service of God. Men who 
have made a try of it and failed should 
try it again, and this time ‘‘for keeps.”’ 
The speaker related an incident in his 
own experience of seeing a drowned 
man floating om the water, and of its 
haunting effect upon him afterward. 
“‘And I thought,” said he, “‘what must 
it be for a man to be separated from 
God and to float out on the sea of 
eternity away from His face.”’

More About the Stenor- 
. ¥aphers’ Cinch. 


The Superior Courts are Not the 
Only Victims. 


Shorthand Work in the Justices’ 
Courts. 


Heavy Average Increase in This Item of Ex- 
pense in the Several Minor Temples 
of Justice—Dist.-Atty. Dil- 
lon Talks. 


That the popular outcry, as voiced in 
The Times, against the further exorb- 
itant expenditure for shorthand report- 
ing is not idle talk, is shown by a few 
comparisons herewith given of the 
county’s outlay for the entire twelve 
months in 1892, and for the nine months 
of this year up to October 1. Although 
the year of 1892-is no criterion for econ- 
omical county government, it is simply 
used for the purpose of comparison, be- 
cause the figures from the Auditor’s re- 
port happen to be at hand. 


On page 21 of Auditor Rollins’s re- . 


port, appear the following items of ex- 
penditures: 


Reporting for justices of the 


-$ 5,063 40 
Reporting for Superior Court... 6,262 15 


Making a total for 1892......$11,325 55 

For this year, from January 1 to Oc- 
tober 1, the figures are: 
Reporting for justices’ courts..$4,579 80 
Reporting for Superior Court.. 3,175 60 

By averaging these figures, it will be 
seen that, while the Superior courts, 
with absent and sick judges, and with 
much less criminal business to trans- 
act than last year, have paid less per 
month than last year for court report- 
ing, but that the justices’ courts have 
made more than a corresponding in- 
crease, although an official reporter~is 
only supposed to be used in justices’ 
courts for preliminary exazjnations 


| which are later tried in the Superior 


courts. From this, it seems that not 
only is there good reason for the out- 
cry against the combines intrenched in 
the Courthouse, but also that the jus- 
tices of the peace in the county are 
revelling too much in the shorthand 
luxury. There are no more justices of 
the peace in office this year than in 
1892. and with the decreased criminal 
business as shown by the Superior 
courts’ dockets, there should be a heavy 
decrease in this item of expense as it 
refers to the minor judiciary. Instead, 
however, there is a large increase, and 
it is evident that too many shorthand 
writers are getting in their work in the 
lower courts. An instance of this is 
shown in a demand which was recently 
disallowed by Dist.-Atty. Dillon, where 
Justice Jones of San Gabriel had or- 
dered the testimony transcribed in a 
case after he had discharged the de- 
fendant. 

The expense of shorthand reporting 
seems also to have increased greatly in 
the Coroner’s office. The expense for 
this work for the year 1892, as per the 
Auditor’s report, was $974.75, while from 
January 1 to October 1, 1893, the same 
item of expense amounts to $1141.30. 

One of the prominent shorthand de- 
mands paid by the county for criminal 
cases this year was to F. H. McAllis- 
ter, for reporting the Bentley trial. He 
was paid $472 for the job. Reporter 
McAllister’ was ordered to furnish five 
duplicate copies of certain evidence, 
which counted up 370 folios, and for 
which he charged 10 cents each, or $37 
for the five copies. Outside of the ex- 
pense for white paper, and a certain 
amount of abrasion of carbon-paper, 
this $37 was clear profit. 

THE LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

Although the shorthand reporters are 
compelled to admit that $10 per diem 
and 20 cents per folio is almost double 
the average compensation for work of 
a similar character in other professional 
branches, yet they claim they have a 
legal right to make these charges. One 
of the official reporters, in speaking of 
his own proficiency, recently, also said 
that to compare ordinary stenographers 
with those who hold appointments in 
the Superior courts was as if a coun- 
try lawyer was to be considered the 
equal of ‘Steve’? White. This egotis- 
tical official reporter forgot that the 
public’ knew that his position and 
those of others similarly situated 
were the results of political favor as 
much as those of other appointive offi- 
cers, whose competency is also unques- 
tioned. 

In the Code of Civil Procedure, sec- 

on 269, referring to the appointment 
ef phonographic reporters, says: 

‘The judge or judges of any Superior 
Court in the State may appoint a com- 
petent phonographic reporter, or as 
many such’ reporters as there are 
judges, to be known as official reporter 
or reporters of such court, and to hold 
office during the pleasure of the judge 
or judges appointing them.” . . . 
Section 270 defines the qualifications 
and test of competency, which latter 
is, that they should be able to write at 
least 150 words per minute in short- 
hand, for five consecutive minutes 
and transcribe the same into longhand 
writing (type-writers were not in use 
when this was made one of the condi- 
tions’,) plainly and with accuracy. 

Section 274 of this code then gives the 
compensation of official reporters. The 
section was amended in 1885, giving 
them a monthly salary, to be fixed in 
advance by the judges of the Superior 
Court, but this was declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court. Fur- 
ther on, section 274 says: “In civil 
cases, in which the testimony is taken 
down by the official reporter, each 
party shall pay a per diem of $2.50, be- 
fore judgment or verdict therein is en- 
tered: and where the testimony is trans- 
cribed (in long-hand writing,) the party 
or parties ordering it shall pay 10 cents 
per folio for such transcription on de- 
livery thereof.”” .. . 

The price was thus fixed by law, and, 
although these fees were to be paid into 
the county treasury, instead of directly 
to the reporters, who were to be paid 
salaries, these figures were at that 
time considered a reasonable charge for 
the actual writing by hand of testimony 
in civil cases. When it is considered 
vy hat a piece of labor-saving machinery 
the modern typewriter is, it will be seen 
how unjust the subsequent statute 
which doubled these prices, is upon the 
litigants in civil cases, and on _ the 
counties that have to foot the bill in 
criminal cases. A shorthand lobby in 
Secramento doubled the price, and as 
lcng as the reporters can afford to sup- 
port powerful lobbies, in each succeed- 
ing legislative session, the people can 
expect no reduction of these arbitrary 
rates. 


WHAT THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
SAYS. 


Dist.-Atty. Dillon was seen yesterday 
regarding this shorthand raid, on the 
county treasury. Mr. Dillon said he 
recognized it as an enormous expense 
on the taxpayers, and, wherever it lay 
in his power, he was using the prun- 
ing-knife, The District-Attorney ad- 
mitted that a great deal of the abuse 
was practiced in the country justices’ 
courts, where it has become almost a 
fad for the justices to. call for stenog- 
raphers. Mr. Dillon said that, although 
the prosecuting officers needed the 
transcribed testimony taken in prelim- 
inary examinations, much more than 
the defendant, who, as a general rule, 
offered no evidence before the minor

.and kind of boxes are in use there, and 


court, yet he had given strict instruc- 
tions that this item of.expense. be cut 
down to the lowest fiotch. The. Dis- 
trict-Attorney says that out the 
country districts the defendant seldom 
asks to have testimony taken town, 
but there usually happens to be some 
stenographer around, and the justice 
appoints him. Sometimes the justice, 
who has set a case for a certain day. 
gives the tip to a city stenographer, 
who makes a trip to’ the country; in 
all his glory, on the appointed day, and 
gets $10 therefor, together with tran- 
scribing fees. 

But, to cap the climax, Mr. Dillon 
said he had lately given the law on 
the subject much needed study, and 
had failed to find where any distinct 
authority was .given for the use .of 
shorthand reporters in the minor courts, 
except in cases of felony. It had grown 
to be a custom to ha¥Ve a stenographer 
at hand to take down the testimony 
in petty cases in the minor courts. Mr. 
Dillon said that if Justices Bartholo- 
mew, Seaman and Austin will agree 
with him to dispense with shorthand re- 
porters, except where absoutely needed, 
much money will be saved to the 
county.

The Semi-tropic Fruit Exchange

Very successful work .was accom- 
plished yesterday, at the meeting of the 
Semi-Tropic Fruit Exchange, opened at 
1l a.m., at the Chamber of Commerce. 
Interest in united effort increases with 
ez.ch week, and yesterday’s sessions 
were harmonious and enthusiastic, and 
resulted in great encouragement to all 
present. 

H. R. Smith, president the new 
organization, occupied thé chair, with

A Great industry. 7 

The final returns from the beet-sugar 
catapaign at Chino, which recently 
cloged, are very encouraging, not only 
ta she management thaf, enterprise, 
but also to all who are interested in 
the progress and prosperity of Southern 
California. During the season there 
were worked up at this factory 55,000 
tons of beets, which were converted 
into more than 15,000,000 pounds of 
sugar. The increase in the output of 
the pioneer sugar-beet factory of South- 
ern California has been large and 
steady. In the first year they worked 
11,000 tons of beets, last year 28,000 
tons, and the next year they expect to 
dispose of 80,000 tons. It is the opinion 
of those who have closely studied the 
subject that if the bounty is not dis- 
turbed, or the tariff, amounting to say 
1% cents per pound, is put on, the 
whole of Southern California will soon 
be dotted with sugar factories. It is 
goarcely necessary to point out what 
impetus this would give to the settle- 
ment of this portion of the State. Beets 
are @ more certain crop than fruit, 
they do not require irrigation and do 
not exhaust the land... 

Another great advantage is that they 
give a chance to the man who comes 
here with very small means. -He can 
rent land for beet culture and get his 
return within six months, which would 
be impossible in the case of fruit. 

Mr. Gird has shown good sense in 
employing white labor exclusively on 
the Chinu ranch. In attracting indus- 
trious white settlers he has added to 
the value of his property. The sugar 


beet also offers one solution of the 


problem, what to do with our boys. 
Among the thousand persons engaged 
at Chino many are boys, and the 
schoolhouse accommodates 350 chil- 
dren. 

Since the rebuke which the free- 
traders received at the polls it is to be 
‘noped that they may consent to let 
the sugar bounty remain, or at least 


to replace it by a sufficient duty. The 


Times has frequentl} referred to this 
subject of late, but the fact that $100,000,- 
000, which now goes out of the country 
every year, is at stake, should be suffi- 
cient to excuse us for indulging in a 
little repetition concerning @ matter 
of such great importance to Southern 
California. 


The Comstock Again. ~ 

The funeral oration of the Comstock 
has been frequently read, and .most 
people had the idea that the old lode 
was dead and buried beyond resurrec- 
tion. So much was this the case that 
most of the San Francisco stock-brokers 
had been compelled to give up their 
business. All at once the fever breaks 
out again on Pine street with old-time 
severity, and, during the past ten days, 
thousands of shares in practically worth- 
less mines have been sold to the gulll- 
ble public at an advance of 500 per 
cent. A fortnight ago it would have 
been impossible to give many of these 
stocks away for nothing, as there was 
nothing in view but assessments, which 
follow each other with the regularity 
of clock-work. 

As an example of the senseless char- 
acter of, this craze, take the case of 
Con.-Virginia, which sold a few days 
ago for $5.75, against $1.20 a month 
previously. This is an advance of over 
$1,250,000 in the total valuation of the 
property, although at the mine work 
is practically suspended, and there has 
been nothing whatever to warrant any 
rise in the value of the stock, either 
great or small. Before this craze com- 
menced, money was very tight in San 
Francisco, but now it is pouring in 
from all sides, and the commssion- 
brokers are again in clover, working 
night and day. There appears to be no 
ostensible head to this unreasonable 
movement, the thousands of dollars 
which are changing hands dally being 
supplied principally by people of small! 
means. Nobody pretends to give any 
reason for the purchase which he 
makes. In fact, it is a craze, pure and 
simple. Of course, it is useless to argue 
with people who act in this senseless 
manner. The inevitable reaction will 
s00n come—in fact, there has already 
been a big slump—and thousands of 
hard-working people will drop the earn- 
ings of years, but this will not prevent 
a new crop of suckers from springing 
\up, who will act in just as foolish a 
manner whenever they get a chance, 

It really does seem as if speculation 
in Comstock mining shares was des- 
tined to last forever. Whether these 
mines are paying dividends or levying 
assessments; whether they are ship- 
ping ore or mining barren rock is a 
matter of sublime indifference to that 
remarkable tribe of stock speculators 
which inhabits the city by the Golden 
Gate. They do not even appear to 
care whether these mines exist at all, 
so long as they can see quotations of 
the stock posted up twice a day on a 


Pine-street blackboard. 


While we are figuring. upon making a 
grand display at the Midwinter Fair, 
it will not do for our progressive 


citizens to lose sight of another enter- 


prise which is of still greater’ im- 
portance to Los Angeles. We refer to the 
projected Nevada Southern Railway, 


the bonds of which our capitalists are rer. 
quested to subscribe $80,000 to cover 
the cost of heavy grading on the short 
section of the road yet to be com- 
pleted. As The Times has previously 
remarked, there has been no enterprise 
of like importance placed before our 


citizens since the arrival of the Santa } 


Fe in Los Angeles. The advantages to 
be derived from thé completion of this 
new line are great, manifold and ap- 
parent to the most casual observer. 
Not only would the distance between 
Los Angeles and the great centers 
of the country be shortened by several 
hundred miles, but new markets would 
be opened up to our merchants, and the 
question of manufacturing would be 
to a great extent solved by the in- 
troduction of cheap coal which exists 
in almost exhaustless quantities in the 
region touched by this road. 


The Council has finally agreed to put 
on ten extra policemen for four months. 
Several. members of the Council dis- 
played a sensitive regard for the 
financial ability of the city to afford 
this extra expense which wonld be 
pleasing to notice on all occasions 
when a proposition to expend the 
money of taxpayers comes up. In this 
case the extra expense appears to have 
been entirely justified and even de- 
manded by the condition of affairs 
which at present prevails in the city. 
One of the councilmen wished to post- 
pone the action for four weeks until a 
complete investigation of the matter 
could be made, .This would have de- 
feated the purpose of the additional 
force, which is especially needed just 
at present to guard the outlying dis- 
tricts from the unusually large number 
of doubtful characters who are at 
present crowding into the city. The 
appointment of these extra men for 
the period of.four months appears to 
suit the circumstances very well. 


The evidence recently obtained in Los 


‘Angeles to the effect that many of the 


unemployed who have arrived here 
from other points are not willing to 
work when they can get a chance, is 
confirmed by the experience of San 
Francisco, There, out of several hun- 
dred men who have for weeks been re- 
ceiving free board and lodging under 
the care of the Salvation Army, only 
about a dozen’ were found who were 
willing to work at street-sweeping when 
the chance was offered them. Not only 
this, but a number of these men met 
together in mass-meeting and de- 
nounced the offer of such labor as “a 
dastardly insult to American labor.”’ 
It is well for us to know these facts 
thus early in the day sothat we may 
conduct ourselves accordingly. There 
should now be a rigid weeding-out of 
the honest and self-respecting work- 
ingman from the ranks of the ‘‘bums.” 


It might be supposed that such an 
antique and mouldy fraud as the Per- 
alta land claim to a large section of» 
the Territory of Arizona had been suffi- 
ciently exposed by the press and was a 


‘thing of the past. ‘Such, however, it 


seems, is not the case. A syndicate of 
swindlers in San Francisco have been 
selling subdivisions of this claim to 
silly people at the rate of 50 cents an 
acre. It is astonishing how many peo- 
ple are to be found who will pay out 
good, hard money for real estate with- 
out taking the trouble to inquire in re- 
gard to whether the goods can be de- 
livered. However, after the experience 
of the late boom, it is perhaps well for 
Los Angeles people to touch gently o 

this subject. . 


Gov, Altgeld says there are no An- 
archists in the entire State of Illinois, 
and thatif the newspapers would stop 
talking, anarchy ‘would never again be 
heard of. It may be that gentlemen 
who throw bombs and destroy inno- 
cent lives are not Anarchists in the 
eyes of Mr. Altgeld, but they are suf- 
ficiently like them to be unpleasant 
neighbors and the people of this coun- 
try have determined that they will 
have none of them. The best way to 
effect this purpose is to kill them when- 
ever they show themselves. 


The question of purifying the press 
of San Francisco still occupies a large 
amount of space in the columns of the 
papers published in that city. By re- 
quest of the ladies who inaugurated 
the crusade, a number of prominent 
ministers preached upon the subject 
last Sunday. Mr. Cole, a Congrega- 
tional minister, gave it as his opinion 
that the papers of Portland and Los 
Angeles were better than those of San 
Francisco, which shows that Mr. Cole 
is possessed of a large amount of dis- 
crimination, Judgment and good taste. 


An important step in the direction 
of State ownership of railroads, which 
promises to become the rule in Europe, 
has been taken by the Russian govern- 
ment, which is about to acquire three 
of the principal railways in that coun- 
try at a cost of $500,000,000. Should 
railway accidents continue to increase 
so alarmingly in this country. we may 
expect a stronger demand for govern- 
ment ownership or at least government 
control of our railroads. |

A Strong Petition Presented to the Board 
Pavoring the Appropriation—Auditor 
Lopez's Action in the 
Matter. 


At the meeting of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, held yesterday, a memorial 
was presented by the board of trustees 
of the city of San Pedro, asking that 
the judicial township of Wilmington be 
divided, and a new township formed, to 
be known as San Pedro township, and, 
upon motion of Supervisor Hay, the 
matter was taken under advisement. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Francisco, 
the sum of $100 was ordered appropri- 
ated from the immigration fund, and a 
warrant for that amount issued to Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner John Scott, for 
the purpose of securing a hall and as- 
sisting in defraying the expenses of the 
California State Fruit-growers’ Conven- 


In accordance with the opinion ren- 
dered by Dist.-Atty. Dillon, on Mon- 
day last, with reference to the legal- 
ity of the appropriation of the unex- 
pended surplus in the World’s Fair fund 
for the purpose of transferring the 
county’s exhibit from Chicago to the 
Midwinter Fair, at San Fraricisco, and 
maintaining it there, the following res- 
olutions were adopted, upon motion of 
Supervisor Hanly. 

“Whereas, the Legislature has here- 
tofore authorized the appropriation by 
this board of the sum of $20,000 for the 
year 1892, $20,000 for the year 
1893, and $20,000 for the year 1894, 
for the purpose of securing and main- 
taining an adequate exhibition of the 
products of this county at the World's 
Coluribian Exposition, to be held at 
Chicago; and, whereas, the said Co- 
lumbian Exposition has ceased in Chi- 
cago, and a national and international 
exposition has been inaugurated by the 
people of this State, in San Francisco, 
for the purpose of transferring to the 
Pacific, and continuing, as far as possi- 
ble, the said World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition for the year 1894; and, whereas, 
thg object and true intent of the said 
appropriation was to encourage immi- 
gration to this State, and especially to 
the several counties contributing there- 
to, by maintaining such exhibit for two 
years in a place where it would be 
likely to be seen by the greatest num- 
ber of people; and, whereas,.that in- 
tent can no longer be carried out, with- 
out transferring our exhibit from Chi- 
cago to San Francisco, and maintaining 
it ,there; and, whereas, by the honest 
and economical administration of this 
fund by our committee, consisting o1 
Charles Forrester; B. F. C. Kiokke, L. E. 
Mosher, Ed Dunham, Frank Wiggins, 
T. P. Lukens, C. M. Wells, E. J. Vaw- 
ter, Phil Stein, C. D. Willard, Charles 
Forman and Charles Cauffman, the sum 
of $5000 remains in the current expense 
fund, unexpended therefrom; therefore, 


it, 

“Resolved; that the sum of $5000, 
‘heretofore appropriated for said pur- 
pose, and ordered to be credited to the 
World's Colum@tan Exposition fund, is 
hereby appropriated to and for the pur.- 
pose of securing, transferring and main- 
taining the said, or any like exhibit, of 
the products of this county in San 
Francisco during the national. exposi- 
tion,.to be held there, beginning Jan- 
uary, 1894; and the Auditor of this 
county is hereby, authorized and di- 
rected to transfer the sum of $5000 from 
current expense fund to World’s Colum- 


rants upon the County Treasurer, pay- 
able out of said fund, upon demands 
approved by this board and the chair- 
man and secretary of the committee 
hereinafter named.” 

A warrant was thereupon ordered 
drawn upon the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position fund for $5000, in favor of 
Chairman J. 8S.

PLUMBERS’ COMBINE. 


Additional Facts About Their 
Cast-iron Contracts. 


How the Master Plumbers Secured a Cinch 
on the Journeymen—Inside History 
That Makes Interesting 

Reading. 


The agitation of the plumbers’ com- 
bine is having its effect, and the in- 
side facts are gradually coming to the 
surface. Some.of the men who have 
been duped into parting with their 
hard-earned coin are becoming very 
restive, and more than one has threat- 
ened to give the whole thing away. 
The letters which follow will give an 
insight into the true situation, with 
probably more to hear from: 

SHARPLES HEARD FROM. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 14—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Replying to 
some queries, contained in a paragraph 
in your issue of yesterday, permit me 
to assure you that I have not been, 
nor am I likely to be ‘‘terrorized”’ into 
going into the combination of master 
plumbers. 

Nothing further has been done in the 
matter for the very good reason that 
my attorney is not yet ready to pro- 
ceed against the ‘‘committee’’ which 
made so free with my person and 
property. 

Will you also kindly permit me to cor- 
rect some of the inisstatements made 
by Mr. Myer to your reporter? That 
gentleman affirms tkat I was dis- 
charged y him and that I was. “in- 
dignant”’ thereat. The truth is, I left 
his employ because I had a dispute 
with him and I then décided to do busi- 
ness on my own account. Regarding 
his statement that I ‘“‘by some means” 
learned the amount of his bid, I would 
like to say that I have been nearly 
a quarter of a century in the plumbing 
business and do not need to be told 
the value of a jeb; I figured the work 
according to the plans and specifica- 
tions, and was able to underbid Mr. 
Myer nearly $45. If what he insinuates 
were the b dante I might just as well 
have made-a ‘difference of $10; the 
latter sum would have secured the 
work just as well as a greater differ- 
ence. 

wir, Myer’s denial of having taken 
the rest of the “committee” to the 
building with him will have very little 
weight with thinking people, and it 
will strike them as a peculiar ‘‘coin- 
cidence’’ that five members of the 
plumbers’ combine “happened in’. just 
at the time that Mr. Myer had decided 
to attempt to bulldoze me into giving 
up a profitable contract. The names of 
the members who were present can be 
gurnished. and will doubtless appear in 
print long before those gentlemen de- 
sire their publication. 

Maj. Furrey intimates that the na- 
tional organization of master plumbers 
does not attempt to control prices. This 
may be true of the national body; but 
it is not true of the local organization 
of so-called master plumbers, many of 
whose members are more masters than 
plumbers. This body has no other ob- 
ject in existing than to keep up ex- 
orbitant prices and to down men. like 
myself who are willing to invest their 
capital and do work for fair profits. 
An example of their energy in this di- 
rection is shown in the fact that they 
have already been able to prevent me 
purchasing plumbing supplies in this 
city, and compelling me to import 
my goods from San Francisco. Is this 
sontrolling prices? Is this a legitimate 
secupation for any body of men to be 
sngaged in? I think that the public 
will agree with me that it is high time 
to demonstrate that this is a free coun- 
try in fact as well as in name. 

In substantiation of the assertion, let 
me say that I have been told by all the 
plumbing-supply houses of this city 
that my not being a member of the 
masters’: combine would prevent me 
buying goods from them for any work 
inside of the city limits; but having 
taken a contract for the plumbing of a 
building outside of the city, they would 
he glad to sell me what I needed for 
that job. 4 secured all the material for 
the rough work, but on going yesterday 
for the balance of goods required for 
the job, I was informed that, owing to 
the objection raised by the representa- 
tives of the masters’ Union, I could not 
Huy any more plumbing goods from 
them, thus showing that the organiza- 
tion is not,one existing for mere charit- 
able purposes, as they would like the 
public to believe.

SOME INSIDE FACTS. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 14, 1893.—(To the 


Editor of The Times:) In looking 
over The Times of this morning, I 
see the: plumber has again ap- 


peared, as usual, painted red; and as 
Myr. Sharples is a.worker of that 
metal generally used so much in scrap- 
ping, it is too bad he did not ‘have 
among his tools one for making nice 


round holes in the carcass of the man |. 


or men who wanted to interfere with 
him in his legitimate business. I 
would advise him to see to it that he 
pirchases such a tool, soagto be ready 
for a job of that kind, when again 
called upon by such men. 

While I believe in business men hav- 
ing an organization to protect them- 
selves, I don’t see where the justice or 
protection comes in when a practical 
man at his trade, business or profes- 
sion, cannot make a start in such busi- 
ness in an honest maner, without be- 
ig made to pay a bonus, as in this 
so-called ‘‘Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion.”’ 

And now let us stop and enumerate 
how many of the so-called master 
plumbers are worth the amount re- 
quired of a man wishing to start in 
the plumbing business, First, you must 
apply for a master plumber’s certificate, 
when, after being questioned by a self- 
ecnstituted board of examiners as to 
how you would vent so many water 
elogets or sinks, bath tubs, etc., what 
solder is composed of, the area of a 
certain numbér of pipes of a given 
doubt 


diameter (questions I 
jmuch if some

should be to drain a given number of 
fixtures in a house, etc. If your an- 
swerg agree with what they think, 
well and good; if they don’t, just the 
same, .You get your certificate—in 
the last mentioned case because you 
have told them something they did 
not know. Well, after you get your 
certificate you must apply to the mas- 
ter plumbers for membership, which 
means $125—it was $25—but they drew 
up an iron-clad contract a short time 
ago between the master plumbers and 
the journeymen plumbers, which was 
presented and read in the Journey- 
men Plumbers’ Union by one of the 
master plumbers’ foremen, who, reading 
the document, explained all the union 
had to gain by adopting the agreement. 
In this is was agreed that the Master 
Plumbers’ Association was not to hire 
any but union men, etc., etc., (and, by 
the way, they don’t hire either ‘“‘union”’ 
or “non-union; they, with perhaps 
three or four exceptions, all do their 
own work. The exceptions can’t, or 
they would also.) Well, the journey- 
men, like a flock of sheep, swallowed 
the bait presented by one of their own 
members and advocated by him and 
one or two of his pets in the union, 
whom he agreed, I suppose, to keep 
to work, which he has done. The 
Plumbers’ Union is called the “‘U. A.,’’ 
meaning the ‘“‘United Association.”’ 

The Plumbers’ Union, poor fools, al- 
lowed themselves to be gulled into 
adopting the nicely-worded contract. 
They have bound themselves not to 
work for any one but a member of the 
Master Plumbers’ Association. They 
can’t take a contract; can’t go into 
business for themselves without 
first paying into the Master 
Plumbers’ Association $150. Each 
one of them must have $500 in- 
vested before he can become a partner 
in a firm already established; or, to 
sum it up, they must stay out, and it 
is also done so as to freeze out the 
“small fry’? now doing bu:iness, for if 
one of them—I mean those master 
plumbers, whoware now doing a hand- 
to-mouth business—gets in a tight 
place, wherein $100 would make him 
all right, and he knows of a journey- 
man who would like to become a part- 
ner, he can’t take him. Why? Because 
it takes $500, according to your con- 
tract, as, ‘Mr. Small Plumber, you must 
show your books. The gentleman who 
railroaded this contract through the 
Plumbers’ Union, with the aid of two 
or three of his pets, is also a very-much 
interested friend, if not more, of the 
scrapping firm, who assaulted Mr. 
Sharples. And, last,‘ but not least, 
about this contract; just as soon as it 
was adopted. by the Plumbers’ Union, up 
goes the fee to join the Master Plumb- 
ers’ Association from $25 to $150. If 
you don't like it stay a journeyman, 
with nothing to do; for unless you 
join the master plumbers, and pay $150 
you can’t buy any material. nd, by 
the way, who should carry on the 
plumbing if not a plumber. And if 
you don’t recruit from the journey- 
men, where will you get them? 

In reading what the gentleman with 
the military title had to say on the 
subject, I think he was right in say- 
ing that men doing business should be 
protected by the wholesalers; that is, 
in selling their goods they should only 
give wholesale prices to men or firms 
actually engaged in business, who rent 
stores or a shop, and not, as is done 
in some places, and perhaps has been 
done here, namely for any contractor 
or builder to go to a plumber (a jour- 
neyman) and say: “I would like to 
have you tell me what you will put a 
certain amount of plumbing work in 
my building for. I will furnish the 
material.”” As the military gentleman 
says. I think men carrying on business 
should be protected, and the man other 
than a. plumber should pay retail 
"prices; nor should contractors and car- 
penters be allowed to pipe buildings 
themselves, as IL have been informed 
they have been in the habit of doing 
here. In all this I agree with my mil- 
itary friénd. But when he says there 
is no combine among the members of 
the master plumbers he states what I 
don’t believe. If not, then why can’t 
Mr. Sharples buy what material he 
may want to use in his business? 
Why don’t he explain that Mr. 


Sharples is a duly qualified master : 


plumber. He wanted to join the Mas- 
ter Plumbers’ Association and pay the 
regular fee of $25. They did not want 
him; they don’t ‘want any more in the 
business. (I am no friend of Sharples; 
don’t know him personally. But he 
has passed a Master Plumbers’ exami- 
nation.) 

No, my union journeymen friends, 
the Master Plumbers’ Association has 
no use for you, and don’t hire one of 
you only when compelled to do so; and 
then, if you are working for one of 
them, if you get through with your 
job in the middle of the day, they ‘will 
not keep you until night; you must go 
then; but you can’t start business un- 
less you put up your $150. Such is 
your contract with them, But they say: 
“Only for our association you journey- 
men would not be getting $4 a day.”’ 
Gentlemen, with the exception of about 
six or eight men, you don’t average 
$2 per day, and the way a journeyman 
plumber has to work here, he earns all 
he gets. PLUMBER,

Busy Day of the Sunday- 
_ school Convention. 


The Proceedings Opened With a 
Consecration Service. | 


A Number of Interesting Papers 
Presented. | 


Nominations for Officers~The Musical Pro- 
gramme One of the Most Attrac- 
tive Features—Evening 
Exercises. 


The meeting of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Sjate Sunday-school Associa- 
tion, which was held at the tabernacle 
in Pasadena Tuesday morning was of 
special importance, dealing, as it did, 


with the duties of officers and teach-. 


ers in the Sunday-school. 

Before the regular exercises a conse- 
cration service was conducted by Hugh 
E. Smith of Los Angeles, After the 
singing of a hymn and several brief 
but earnest prayers, Mr. Smith ad- 
dressed those present, urging upon 
them in brief, but impressive, words 
their responsibility as teachers and 
superintendents, and the necessity of 
entire consecration to the cause of 
Christ. When he had finished there 
were few dry eyes in the house, and 
the audience rose en masse in re- 
sponse to his request that all who 
wished to so consecrate themselves 
stand and unite in singing a verse of 
a hymn of consecration. 

There were only a handful of people 
present at the beginning of the service, 
but the room filled rapidly, and a large 
audience had assembled before the con- 
vention was caHed to order by Pres- 
ident Brodbeck. Mr. Ingram of Dow- 
ney ley in prayer. Mr. Meskmans 
of Redlands, Mr. Lowers of Ventura 
and Dr. Briggs of Pasadena were ap- 
pointed Committee on Enrollment. 

Owing to the absence of C. W. Sni- 
dow, the paperon ‘“‘The Ideal Superin- 
tendent”’ was omitted and J. W Sedwick 
of Pasadena took up his subject, “The 
Sunday-school Secretary and His 
Work,” which he treated in an able 
and interesting manner, displaying dia- 
grams of' cards used in different Sun- 
day-schools in keeping record of the 
attendance, collections, etc. The 
speaker explained the method whicn 
he had found most practical. 

Many delegates from counties de- 
scribed the systems in use in their re- 
spective schools, the most popular one 
being the use of class books, in which 
the teacher entered the record before 
the class lesson was tak up. The 
use of blackboards in the Sunday- 
school was strongly recommended and 
great stress was laid upon the impor- 
tance of the use of the Bible in the 
class. ° 

W. P. Hyatt of Los Angeles gave 
some figures illustrating the good ef- 
fects contingent upon the appointment 
of a rally day and the sending .of 
postal carda to absent scholars. 

J. C. Healey of Long Beach closed a 
pretty speech by saying ‘‘Choose for 
your superintendent a man of experi- 
ence, skill and brains, and then give 
him a free field.’’ 

J. B. Early, a delegate from the 
World’s Convention, read an interest- 
ing paper, and Mrs. J. M. G. Talesday 
of Florida made a few remarks, in 
which she paid a high tribute to Cali- 
fornia climate. Speaking of the 
World’s Convention at St. Louis, she 
said what most impressed her there 
had been the spirit of system and the 
spirit of generosity. 

A solo by Mrs, Joseph Moffatt was 
introduced in the programme before 
the reading of the reports. As usual, 
her selection was in accord with the 
exercises of the day. 

Reports by the secretary, treasurer 
and the vice-presidents of the various 
counties were 
filed. The secretary. regretted that his 
report was incomplete, as many coun- 
ties had failed to respond to his re- 
quest for data. 

At this point a gloom was cast upon 
the assembly by the announcement of 
the death of E. P. Sargent, vice-presi- 
dent of Riverside county. Edward A. 
Fox, Mrs. Hartley and Capt. Cressey 
were appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions of sympathy to be con- 
veyed to the bereaved family. 

Dr. J. D. Moody occupied three-quar- 
ters of an hour very pleasantly illus- 
trating the meaning of normal work, 
and the manner in which classes in 
that branch should be instructed. On 
the blackboard he placed two sample 
lessons, one in “Bible teaching and the 
other in Sunday-school discipline, Ow- 
ing to the shortness of time allowed, 
his work could only be in outline, a 
suggestion rather than a complete les- 
son. Dr. Moody urged the establish- 
ment of normal classes in every Sun- 
day-school, either in connection with 
the teachers’ meeting or as an ad- 
vanced class in the Sunday-school 
proper. 

The morning service closed with the 
benediction by Mr. Larkin of Los An- 
geles, and the visiting delegates re- 
paired to the G.A.R. rooms, where 
they were served with lunch. Music 
was interspersed throughout ‘the exer- 
cises, which reflected credit on both 
the rformers and the leader, and 
added greatly to the enjoyment of the 
audience. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session opened at 2 
o'clock, with devotional services, con- 
sisting of sentence prayers, interspeorsed 
with music.

lirs. Berry Finds a Strange Man 
in the House. 


John Reddy Supposed to Be the Un- 
welcome Visitor. 


Me V/ill Be Charged With Burglary—What 
Mrs. Martin Saw and Heard—Many 
Peculiar Features About 
the Case. 


The quiet neighborhood in the vi- 
cinity of No. 715 South Olive street 
was much wrought up yesterday over 
the report that a man had forced an 
entrance to the house at the number 
indicated on the night previous with 
the evident intention of committing 
the crime of rape. The lower floor of 
the cottage where the occurrence took 
place is occupied by a family named 
Johnson. A few months ago Mrs. Ella 
Berry came out from the East with 
her two young daughters aged about 
12 and 14 years, and rented the rooms 
upstairs, where she has since resided. 
The two girls have been in the habit 
of sleeping in one bed in a room by 
themselves, the mother sleeping in an- 
other. . 

Monday night the family retired as 
usual without noting anything out of 
the regular order about the premises. 
Shortly after 2 o'clock the elder of the 
two girls was awakened by feeling the 
hot breath of some one strike her face. 
Thinking that it was her mother who 
had come in as.she frequently was 
accustomed to do to see if her daugh- 
térs were all right, the little girl threw 
up her hand to embrace her mother 
when a bearded face was encountered 
by her touch. Badly frightened she 
made a spring to get out of bed, 
awakening Mrs. Berry, who at once 
screamed. The noise brought Mrs. 
Martin, the next door neighbor, with 
her husband, but the intruder had 
escaped. Not being able to find any 
trace of him all retired again. Mrs. 
Martin did not go to sleep at once, 
and after a few moments she got up 
and went to the door and looked out 
just in time to see a man stealing 
away in the darkness. Mrs. Martin 
was quite sure she knew the fellow, 
and identified him readily as John 
Reddy, know to the police as a gam- 
bler and all around sport. She was 
quite sure that the man was perfectly 
sober. 

“TI had been in bed for some hours,” 
she said to a Times reporter yester- 
day afternoon when interviewed at 
her residence, ‘“‘when I heard Mrs. 
Berry’s scream. Earlier in the even- 
ing I heard Mr. Johnson go up the 
steps into the house. That was about 
10 o’clock. My room is on the side 
next to the house and I can hear every- 
thing quite plainly, through my win- 
dow. Not being sleepy, I lay awake 
and read until quite late. All at once 
I heard a scream coming from Mrs. 
Berry’s rooms. As soon as I could get 
dressed I ran out and asked what was 
the matter. I first thought that it 
was fire. Mr. Johnson.had come out, 
too, and when we called to Mrs. Berry 
again she replied that there was a man 
in the house. We could find no one 
when we looked, and came to the con- 
clusion that the unknown, whoever he 
was, had escaped. It seems that Mr. 
Johnson, when he came in had forgot- 
ten to lock the front door,.and it. was, 
by this way that the man had gained 
an entrance. On the ground near 
the front door I found a pair of shoes 
and a coat, which the fellow had left 
behind in his hurry. These I carried 
into the house with me. After every- 
, thing had become quiet again I heard 
another slight noise, and hurried to 
the front door just in time to see a 
man stealthily making his way out of 
the yard. I at once recognized him as 
John Reddy, who had frequently vis- 
ited the people who live in that little 
cottage back by the rear fence, Reddy 
had probably hidden himself back of 
the house when the alarm was given, 
and waited until we all retired again 
before coming out. He was not drunk, 
although I found a bottle of whisky in 
one of his coat pockets.” 

The detectives went to work on the 
case as soon as it was reported, and 
by evening had succeeded in getting 
t ther considerable evidence. The 
affair is not without some very pecu- 
liar features, which may be unraveled 
when the courts take a turn at the 
matter. The police refused to give out 
any particulars whatever until they 
had captured their man, and the news 
of the escapade was obtained from out- 
side sources entirely. 

A complaint was filed in the Police 
Court in the course of the afternoon 
charging Reddy with burglary. 

GAVE HIMSELF UP. 

At 11 o’clock last night Reddy ap- 
peared at the police station and gave 
himself up. He claimed that it was 
all a mistake; that he had been drink- 
ing and while in an intoxicated condi- 
tion had entered the wrong house by 
mistake, thinking that it was his own 
abode. His shoes and coat, he said, he

It is Being Felt in Police 
Circles. 


Eight Officers | Removed by the 
Commissioners. 


No Reasons for the Summary Dis- 
missals Given. 


Numerous Saloons Reported for Violation of 
the Sunday Law, but No Action 
Taken — Very Queer 
Proceedings. 


It was ‘somewhat later than the 
usual time when the police commis- 


—-gioners came together yesterday morn- 


ing. The full board was present, except 
Commissioner Stern, who came in be- 
fore Secretary Robinson had completed 
the reading of the minutes. Council- 
men Strohm, Rhodes and Campbell, 
and also ex-Councilman Theodore Sum- 
merland were in attendance during a 
part of the session. 

The chief reported in reference to the 
special policemen of the city, giving 
the names of such special officers and 
the dates of their appointments. The 
report showed there were forty-four 
such officers. The report was filed. 

The chief reported on the applica- 
tions of George W. Arbuckle, for a trans- 
fer of license at Nos. 341 and 343 South 
Los Angeles street, from Arbuckle & 
Coan; also Fred J. Cooper, for a 


license at No. 548 South Main street, | 


and the same were granted. 

The chief reported through Secretary 
Moffatt, in reference to the application 
of Adolph Davis, for a license at No,

Commissioner Bosbyshell moved to 
refer to a committee of three for in- 
vestigation, in order that these reports 
could be further investigated. : 

Mayor Rowan wanted to know if it 
were not the second violation of these 
rules that was punishable by a revoca- 
tion of the license. As he said, when 
the adoption of these rules were first 
discussed, the board would be likely to 
stultify itself by adopting them. This 
would be done by making it the rule 
that the second violation of the rules 
would be punishable by a revocation of 
the license. and then revoking the li- 
cense on the first complaint received. 

Commissioner Bradish said the board 
would stultify itself worse by not en- 
forcing these rules. 

Commissioner Stern expressed himself 
as believing that the commission had 
nothing to do, or, at least, should have 
nothing to do, about the matter. There 
was a city ordinance governing such 
cases, and, of course, questions of the 
violatior. of this ordinance were for the 


courts «nd not for this commission to | 


settle. He was in favor of requesting 
the chief to enforce the rules against 
the violation of that ordinance. Com- 
missioner Bradisi. plied that the chief 
did not. need to be told to enforce any 
law. 


Commissioner Stern-said-further-that™ 


he was not ih sympathy with a portion 
of the rules. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell said the 
commission had, as farassaloons were 
concerned, an authority beyond the 
city ordinance governing the matter, 
and as long as it did not act in viola- 
tion of the ordinance, the board could 
revoke any license it pleased. It should 
be remembered it was very diffi- 
cult to prove in court a violation of the 
ordinance. 

Continuing the debate, Commissioner 
Stern said he did not deny that the 
commission had an arbitrary authority 
in this matter, but it would be hardly 
fair to exercise it. There were things 
in those rules which he could not ap- 
prove, and would not vote for. 

Commissioner Bradish said the rules 
had been adopted, and every saloon- 
keeper had been given a copy of them, 
so that all saloon-keepers must now 
know about them. If the majority of 
the board were not now in favor of 
enforcing these rules, then let them be 
repealed, or, at least, let the objection- 
able part be revoked, 

Commissioner Weldon (to Bradish.) 
If you want them repcaled, make a 
motion to that effect. 

Commissioner Bradish. I don’t want 
them revoked: I want them enforced. 

Chief Glass, in speaking on the sub- 
ject under discussion, said he believed 
it was a serious defect in the ordinance, 
that under it a saloonkeeper could not 


be made to keep his place cldésed. It 
was a very difficult’ matter to secure 
a conviction against a man for selling 
liquor or giving it away at his bar, <0 
long as he was not hindered from keep- 
ing the ,barroom open. The present 
ordinance required that he should not 
sell or give away liquor at such times.

PASADENA. 


The Grim Reaper’s Work—Three 
Deaths in a Day. 


Various Items of Local Interest—Notes from 
the Courtroom — Personal Jot- 
tings — A Batch of 

Brevities. 


The community was greatly shocked 
Tuesday morning to learn of the 
death of A. C. Armstrong, which oc- 
curred at an early hour at his Alta- 
dena residence. Mr., and Mrs. Arm- 
strong recently returned from an East- 
ern trip, since which time Mr. Arm- 
strong seemed to be in full enjoyment 
of health. Last Saturday afternoon he 
drove down town and. was apparently 
as robust a man as apeared on Colo- 
rado street. That evening he was 
taken ill, supposedly with gastritis, 
which ailment he had suffered from 
before. The usual remedies were ap- 
plied, but without avail. On Sunday 
he was noticeably worse,*and a physi- 
cian’ was summoned, who found him 
suffering from peritonitis. The disease 
made rapid progress until the end 
came, about 3 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Armstrong was 59 years old, but 
looked much younger. He came to 
Pasadena to reside permanently about 
four years ago. He was. formerly a 
resident of Cleveland, O. He was at 
one time purchasing agent of the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern road, 
afterward occupied a similar position 
on the Santa Fe system with head- 
quarters at Topeka. A desirable site 
was purchased at Altadena, and here 
Mr. Armstrong erected a beautiful 
residence in the midst of delightful 
surroundings. During his residence 
in Southern California Mr. Armstrong 
did not actively engage in business 
affairs, but he was always interested 
in affairs pertaining to the growth and 
prosperity of this section. He was a 
neighbor and warm friend of Andrew 
McNally and Col. G. G. Green and was 
always in the van with these gentle- 
men in making Altadena a favorite 
resort in social circles. | 

Mr. Armstrong was a man of supe- 
rior intellectual attainments and charm- 
ing social qualities. He was admired 
and respected by all who knew him, 
and his sudden taking off will be sin- 
cerely mourned. He is survived by his 
wife and four children, A. W. Arm- 
strong, whose home adjoins that of his 
parents, but who is now visiting 

friends in the East; Dr. W. L. Arm- 
strong of New York, Mrs. lL. Murphy 
of Cleveland, who is now here, and 
Miss Marion Armstrong. Funeral 
services will be held Thursday after- 
noon at 4:30 o’clock at Lippincott, Tor- 
rey & Eaton’s chapel.

Corbett 
fired, and he dropped the clothing, and 
was captured a little further on, beside 
the motor cars behind the motor depot. 
This class of tramps is not in it for work, 
and will not do anything when it is of- 
fered them.

SAN DIEGO. 


Severe Rebuke to ex-Judge Works—The Con- 
solidated Bank. 

The remains of Capt. Emery, one of 
the first settlers of San Diego county, 
were laid away in their last resting 
place on Monday. The funeral serv- 
ices were conducted under the auspices 
of Heintzleman Post, G.A.R. 

Comptroller Eckels has issued an 
order directing an assessment of $100 
per share on the stockholders of the 
defunct Consolidated National Bank. 
As the paid-up capital of the bank was 
$250,000, the assets of the institution 
will be increased by just that much. 
Receiver O’Conor states that he now 
expects to be able to pay dollar for 
dollar to depositors.

Works. As Judge Works is an ex- 
member of the Supreme Court it was 
scarcely to be expected that his peti- 
tion for a rehearing in the Story com- 
mercial case would be stricken from the 
files of the court on the ground of 
using disrespectful language to the 
court. In his application for a re- 
hearing Judge Works intimated that 
the Supreme judgés who rendered the 
decision on the case had not given the 
matter of his arguments that attention 
they deserved, but had jumped at con- 
clusions, which so offended the dignity 
of the court that the petition was 
ordered expunged from the records.

DEFECTIVE WORK. 


Faulty Construction of Section 
4 of the Outfall. 


Bricks Laid Fiat When the Specifications 
Called for Their Being on Edge— 
What the Contractors 
Say. 


Some work, which falls a good deal 
short of specifications, has been found 
to have been done on the outfall sewer. 
The contracting firm of Mackey & 
Young has the constructing of section 
4, which section includes some tunnel- 
work. 
It was reported to the Sewer Com- 
mittee of the Council on-Monday that 
some of the work was not as it should 
be, and an investigation was decided 
on. 

The committee drove to the section 
in question, which is situated near 
Hyde Park, yesterday, and went down 
into the tunnel, where, with hammers 
and cold chisels, a large hole was cut 
in the work, so that an examination 
could be made. 

It was found that where two rings 
of brick, placed in courses edgewise, 
were required by the specifications, 
one of the rings was in part laid in 
courses flatwise. 

In digging the tunnel, timbers had 
been put in above and on the side, so 
as to keep the dirt from caving in. 
When the brick arch was being placed 
under these timbers, it was discovered 
that, although the inner circle of brick 
could be put in position all right, the 
outer circle could not, as the timber 
above was too low. The upper part 
of the outer ring was, therefore, placed 
with the bricks so that their flat sur- 
faces, instead of their edge surfaces, 
faced the inner circle. The space be- 
tween the arch and the timbers being 
filled in with dirt or ‘‘backfilling’’ the 
defect would not show. 

The members of the committee found 
the work as complained of, but have 
not as yet announced what they intend. 
to do, except to say they do not intend 
to accept that section until the imper- 
fect work is made good. 

Messrs. Mackey & Young, when seen 
by a reporter yesterday afternoon, 
stated they had four men, named 
Sandy Thomas, Mike Shannon, M. Con- 
nor and Tom Conroy, employed there 
as brick masons, their compensation 
being $4 per day and board. That part 
of the job lasted seventeen and one-half 
days, and was completed last Friday. 
The men drew their pay on Satur- 
day, and on Monday all four of them 
visited Capt. Mackey. Sandy Thomas, 
the spokesman, asked the captain if 
he was going to pay them that $5 per 
day. The captain asked of the man 
what he meant by this, and Thomas 
explained that it had been customary 


$1 per day each. Capt. Mackey posi- 
tively refused to accede to any such 
proposition. and the men -left, saying 
they would make him suffer for this. _ 

Messrs. Mackey & Young further 
stated that they had furnished all the 
men and material necessary to do the 
work, also that the men were there to 
do as the inspector employed by the 
city told them. They, therefore, felt 
it was no fault of theirs if the work 
was not done as it should be.
